W hen you purchase a garm ent, 
m en’s or wom en’s, and there is a 
label reading DRY CLEAN ONLY, 
or its counterpart. DO NOT WASH, 
the logical assum ption should be 
th a t the garm ent Is dry cleanable. 
Surely, anyone would reason, when 
a label states clearly on a garm ent 
(regardless of where bought) th a t 
it should be given a dry cleaning 
treatm ent, the person purchasing 
this garm ent should expect that the 
garm ent will respond satisfactorily 
to dry cleaning procedure. 
But this is by no means univer­ 
sally true. 
You Cannot dry d e a n 
a garm ent by waving a magic wand 
over the fabric and thus removing 
d irt and soil In 
much 
the

m anner as th a t by which Cinderella 
was turned from a ragged scullery 
m aid into a princess in a glim m er­ 
ing te ll room gown. 
On Synthetic .Materials 
You will notice this type of label 
appears only on synthetic m aterials 
such as 
rayons. 
These 
m aterials 
are m ade of vegetable fibers, like 
cotton and linen. Be.ng porous, they 
absorb any liquid and carry it into 
the fiber itself, unlike wool, which 
sheds liquid. 
M anufacturers of such m aterials 
m ust know that, the m aterials will 
not wash or they would not use such 
labels, and ifs just as reasonable to 
say they can only hope they will 
dry clean. 
T he facts are they can be dry 
cleaned but this does not mean the 
imbedded dirt and stains will be re­ 
moved by any dry cleaning process, 
and to press and finish the g ar­ 
m ent, so it will not shrink and lose 
its original 
finish, 
it can not be 
washed or wet cleaned. 
D ry cleaners can remove the soil 
and stains by wet cleaning but they 
can net, nor will reliable cleaners 
such its the Parts Cleaners, guaran­ 
tee th a t any such garm ent will not 
shrink, the colors blee d, or the gar­ 
m ent have its original appearance 
w hen pressed. 
Ask For Gun,"antre 
T his simply am ounts to this. M a­ 
terials that are labeled DO NOT 
WASH or DRY CLEAN ONLY can 
be dry cleaned but it cloes not say 
th a t In dry cleaning th at they can 
remove the grime, and stains in the 
process 
If you question this just 
try to get any store to guarantee 
th a t any cleaner can clean such a 
labeled garm ent 
and 
remove all 
stain, grim e and then 
finish 
the 
garm ent so it will have the appear­ 
ance it had when bought. 
At the Dry C leaners Convention 
recently held in Dayton. L. C. Price, 
m anager of 
the 
Paris 
C leaners, 
heard 
this 
point 
of 
m isleading 
labels discussed. It was the univer­ 
sal opinion of these leading dry 
cleaners 
th at 
any 
garm ent 
so 
labeled was of questionable quality, 
as to dyes, m atrial, buttons, o rn a ­ 
ments, and thread used. 
None was 
wilting to guarantee the I exults of 
drv cleaning, as to removing the 
soil, and none would guarantee wet, 
cleaning beyond the fact they could 
remove the soil. 
Such labels tell only half tru th s. 
You can protect yourself only by 
having the m erchant guarantee ju st 
w hat you can 
depend 
upon. 
If 
enough wom^n and men would In­ 
sist upon such guarantees m anufac­ 
turers would find they would have 
to meet the public's dem ands.
